Permit mo respect- 
fully to ask that each Institution, State 
and national, scare the money In its 
vaults and send those 510 certificates 
to the Treasury. They will be prompt- 
ly converted into ones and UVOH to the 
very great relict oC the country. 


"It Is tho only remedy. Let no bank 


complain ot conditions until It has lit- 
erally searched Us viiults and con- 
tributed as far as possible to tho ro- 
ller of the siuinxlon."
